"Kids who inhale chemicals 
may be looking for a cheap 
high, but it could cost them 
their lives or lead to a life of 
drug abuse. 

Inhaling household chemi- 
cals, or "huffing," can be addic- 
tive and can lead to using other 
drugs, said Sgt. David Carhart 
of +8 Palm Beach County 
Sheriff's Office. 

"It used to be more-of a prob- 
lem in the Glades," he said. 

"Now with crack cocaine so 
cheap, théy've gotten away 
from sniffing." 

Kids who started getting high 
on chemical fumes are graduat-» 
ing up to harder drugs, he said. 

Inhaling chemical fumes, 
sometimes called “huffing” or 
“sniffing,” is not a new problem. 
According to the National Instj- 
tute of Health, the problem 
first surfaced in the 1950s,

Officials suspect the death toll 
could be much higher, but since 
the substances inhaled are not 
illegal, there are no require- 
ments for reporting them. 
"Huffing* can also be a factor in 
other deaths such as fatal auto- 
mobile accidents and suicides. 

A federal study of users. by 
the Substance Abuse and Men- 
tal Health Services. Adminis- 
tration of the Department of 
Health and Human Services es- 
timated the number of new

An NIH survey conducted in 
1997 indicated that 20 percent 
of the nation's eighth graders 
admitted to have tried "huff- 
ing" at least once during their 
life.

The substances abused are not 
illegal, A child can walk into a 
supermarket, office supply 
store or convenience store and 
buy these products.

Sgt. Carhart said parents 
should acquaint themselves 
with the signs of inhalant or 
other drug abuse: 

"You may find empty cans of 
what they're sniffing-in the 
trash and they have no reason 
to have that product in their 
room," he said,

Meg Saucedo was an éyewit- 
ness to history. Meg was seven 
years old when an F5 tornado, 
with winds over 300 mph, tore 


through her hometown of 


Xenia, Ohio. 

That twister was one. of 148 
tornadoes that rumbled across 
the Midwest in a 24-hour peri- 


od in April of 1974. Dozens of 


people were killed, hundreds 


. more injured in what has 


become known as the "super 
tornado outbreak". 

Hardest hit was Xenia, a 
small community not far from 
Dayton. The twister destroyed 
half the town, killing 34 people 
and causing-$100 million in 

‘TIL never forget that day,” 
Meg told me in our newsroom. 
Today, Meg coordinates cover- 
age of severe-wéather and 
other news events as a local 
television producer. 

*I was playing outside with 
my sister when I saw the 
twister,” she told. me. “We ran 
into the house and down'into 
the basement." 

The tornado spared Meg's 
house, but took out most of the 
block.

al for breakfast this morning? 

If you did, you may have 
, increased your chances of a 

long life. 

A study published March 1, 
1999 in the American Journal: 
of Public Health shows that 
eating whole grain foods such 
as dark breads and whole grain. 
breakfast cereals is associate 
with a 15 to 25 percent reduc- 
tion in deaths by many major 
diseases including heart dis- 
ease and cancer. 

"There were;striking inverse 
associations "of whole grain 
intake with the risk of death," 
said the study's author, David 
R. Jacobs Jr., professor of epi- 

i demiology at the University of 

Minnesota. "We ‘believe these 
: findings on whole grain intake 
have important public health 
implications," 

The news was highly publi- 
cized by the makers of whole 
grain cereals such as Wheaties. 

"We've had sports legends 
such as Babe Didrickson, Lou 
Gehrig, Babe Ruth, Bruce Jen- 
ner and Michael Jordan grace 
the Wheaties box, but because 
«of this research, maybe the 

next person on the box ought to 

be a scientist who champions 

the cause of whole grains," stat- 
. ed Jim Murphy, Wheaties mar- 
keting engineer, in a press 
release. 

The study, titled "Is Whole 


Grain Intake Associated With 
Reduced Total and Cause-spe- 
cific Death Rates in Older 
Women," was funded through a 
grant from the National Insti- 
tutes of Health. Researchers 
gathered data on 38,740 
women, ages 55 %о 69, over а 
ten-year period. 

Women who consumed. at 
least one serving of whole grain 
food per day had lower risk of 
serious disease than those who 
did not eat whole. grains, 
according to the study. The 
study also showed that those 
who: ate two servings of whole 
grain foods reduced their risk 
even further, 

The researchers adjusted the 
results to take into considera- 
tion differences in the subject's 
lifestyles and other risk factors. 

Mr. Jacobs said scientists 
may not completely understand 
how whole grains reduce the 
risk for heart disease and can- 
cer, but they believe the key 
components of whole grains 
work together. Whole grains 
combine antioxidants, miner- 
als, fiber and phytoestrogens. 

"The nutrients Nn whole 
grains may act synergistically 
and the study of individual food 
constituents may mask the 
total health affect of whole 
grains," he said 

Another recentatudy showed 
fiber alone did not significantly 
reduce the chance of сою can= 


cer. Mr. Jacob's study showed 


.consumption of whole grains 


does reduce the chance of colon 
cancer. 

It might be that it's the fiber 
in conjunction with the whole 
grains, Mr. Jacobs said. 

The study showed consump- 
tion of whole wheat foods may 
lead to a reduction in the risk of 
colorectal, .colon, rectum, gas- 
tric, oral; pharyngeal, tongue 
and esophageal cancer. 

According to the study, Amer- 
icans are eating fewer whole 
grain foods than they did 100 
years ago. 

In 1900, the average Ameri- 
can consumed about 10 pounds 
of whole wheat flour éat year. 
In 1997, the average American 
consumed only 2.4 pounds of 
whole wheat flour. 

What other foods should you 
be eating? 

"Food Nutrition and the Pre- 
vention of Cancer" lists the fol- 
lowing foods as the top ten can- 
cer fighters: 

* Broccoli -Broccoli is high in 
vitamins, low in calories and 
just plain good for you. Broccoli 
also helps thé body rid itself of 
waste materials and free radi- 
cals. 

* Tomatoes - Tomatoes con- 
tain lycopene, a powerful 
antioxidant. If you can't or 
don't eat cooked tomatoes regu- 
larly, you can get it in supple- 
ment form.

Out of the mouths of long-dead animals cone 
stories of vanished landscapes, ancient weather 
and the way the creatures lived and died. 

With a unique combination: of two scientific 
techniques, UF paleontologist Bruce MacFad- 
den and colleagues analyzed. fossilized horse 
teeth and see what the animals ate, and in 
doing so reconstructed Florida's environment as 
it existed 5 million years ago. ` 

MacFadden's article in last week's issue of не 
journal Science describes how he analyzed 
ratios of carbon isotopes along with the scratch- 
es and pits in the fossilized teeth found in Lake- 
land phosphate mines. He concluded that the

interspersed with lush forests and marshy wet- 
lands inhabited by rhinos, llamas, elephants 
and other exotic creatures. 

“This study’ is noteworthy because it’s the

ancient diets and the ecology of à particular 
group of extinct mammals,” he said. “These 
techniques aré revolutionizing our ability to 


: understand what prehistoric animals ate. 


Before now, the only way we could figure that 
out was by looking at their teeth. Not only that, 
h challenges the traditional view 
and structure of the Ё alone 
can tell you ething about diet.”

“This is a milestone study," said John M. - 


Rensberger, a professor in the department of 
geological’ sciences and. curator of vertebrate 
paleontology at the University of Washington's 
Burke Museum. "The research by MacFadden 
and colleagues provides impressive quantitative 
évidence that permits precise statements to be 
made about a: partitioning by these related gen- 
era of dietary resources between grass and leaf 
floras." " 

Learning about changes in the diets of such 
ancient animals is important because it рго-, 
vides clues about how species interacted at cer- 
tain points in time, MacFadden said. “If all the 
animals іп a particular area were feeding on 
the same resources and there was a big extinc- 
tion, you might suspect something about their 
diet affected the extinction. 

“It also gives a Tot of information about 
ancient environments," he: said. “If you have a 
community of ancient animals that are all 

. found to be grazers, then you can infer that the
